places,’"” not upon a letter from Mr. 
Ballinger himself, but upoh a letter 
written by J. L. Renald, a former law 
partner of Ballinger, to Dr. Lyman Ab: 
bott. 

Pinghot said a copy of this letter, with 
annotations, was forwarded by Ballin- 
ger to the President. 

Pinchot admitted when questioned by 
the committee taat the three statementa 
in the Ronald letter, which he said were 
faise, had previously been: covered by a 
letter written by Ballinger to the Prest- 
dent, in which Ballinger. had stated 
what the witnees admitted was a true 
statement of the facts. 

Pinchot said he did not attempt te 
reconcile these two facts. 

Before this development in the morn- 
ing session interest had centered 
in the amnouncement by Pinchet 
that he .would press for a de 
cision as to -whether or not he 
should be allowed to give his version of 
the conversations with President Taft 
and the introduction in evidence by 
Pinchot of a long letter written to him 
by President Taft in September Jest.

ATLANTIC LINERS NOW LAND 
PASSENGERS IN NEW YORK AT 
$24,000,000 PIERS UP TOWN 


_|Several Important Lines Move 
to New Docks Near West 
Twenty-Third Street. 


St. Louisans who are among the first 
in the spring. exodus for Europe are 
finding many changes in New York 
harbor since last year. The Cunard 
Line, the International Mercantile Ma- 
rine—White Star, American, Red Star, 
Atlantic Transport—and the Compagnie 
Generale Transatlantique, all moved up 
the North River last week to new 
berths. 

New vessels with new names will take 
the places of the liner Lusitania and 
the othérs which were as well known 
at the vacated piers. 

St. Loulsans who land in New York 
this week, homeward bound, will not be 
greeted by the mud of old West street. 
Instead they will cross a marginal 
street, 250 feet wide, with an approach 
at the north end leading to ferries of 
the Central of New Jersey, the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna & Westetn. and the 
Pennsylvania railroads, all i: which 
have completed a new system of ferry 
slips and houses. 

The new Chelsea terminal, near West 
Twenty-third street, was formally 
opened Monday when the steamship 
Oceanic broke one of the ribbons of 
British and American colors stretched 
across the piers and warped into No. 61. 

The majority of the old discomforts 
on landing in New York have been done 
away with. The first glimpse of the 
city when a European visitor first put 
his foot on ‘American soil has been 
dingy pier sheds and tumble-down 
bulldings. Then the traveler fought xis 
way through the treacherous holes in 
muddy West street, unless he could. af- 
ford a cab, to the old Belt Line horse 
car. 

But there has been a big change come 
about during the winter. This season’s 
Influx from Europe will be housed un- 
der roofs that. are luxurious, compared 
with the old ones, while the customs 
collectors examine their trunks. 

The New York Commissioner of Docks 
and Ferries says that the reason New 
York was so poorly supplied with suit- 
able landing facilities for so long a 
time, was that at first the department 
had no property on which to build pliers 
to accommodate the increasing trans- 
atlantic trade. : 

The cost of the plier improvements 
which were begun in 1901, *has reached 
$24,000,000. In the new sheds the main 
columns are continued through the roof 
so as to form cargo hoists. The frort 
of the bulkhead shed is constructed of 
steel framing and reinforeed concrete, 
with a pink granite base seven feet 
high, and is a departure from an archi- 
tectural point of view, in water front 
structures. Thirty-one thousand tons of 
steel have been used in the construction 
of the different sheds.

About 40. years ago the Joos Mbuntain: 
built tracks ‘in Poplar street from the 

| river to Seventh’ street. They cross 

Fourth street, Broadway, Sixth street 

and Seventh street at the base.of a 

steep little . hill,’ and’ interfere greatly 

with the. heagy :20nzh and south street 
ear traffic. 

Several thousand street cars cross 
these tracks every day and; there is 
constant danger that a runaway car will 
bump into a passing freight train. There 
have been many serious accidents at 
these crossings. . | 

Wagons have been bumped tito by the 
trains, and many pedestrians have been 
hurt. Watchmen are stationed at each 
street crossing to lower.the.gates when 
trains approach, but- at~various times 
these precautions have*not:. prevented 
accidents. The ordinances require that 
conductors of street,cars. must stop and 
walk across the streets intersected by 
steam railways before signaling the car 

}to cross, and this has a tendency to keep 
down accidents, — in the case of 
runaway cars. 

‘The removal of the ratnedd tracks will 
give St. Louis a new 'street. As Poplar 
street is narrow, the. -railroad tracks 
have driven away from it practically all 
other. traffic. 

The -city has been trying for the last 

120 years to get the Poplar street tracks 

removed, but)-has not been successful. 
+The Iron Mountain has been planning 
for almost as long to build the elevated 
track so it could get rid of ‘the dan- 
gerous Poplar street tracks. 

The.city authorities and the officials 
of the railroad never have been able to 
agree as to what ought to be done. The 
rallroad’s present planccontemplates the 
use of its river-front tracks for getting 
its traffic in and out ef St. Louis, in- 
stead of making the long | detour over 
the tracks of the Oak Hil’ branch.

Philadelphia unionists unanimously, approved 
@ general strike in sympathy with the striking 
street car employes and then wisely fixed the date 
of it-a week away. It thus becomes merely a 
resolution of sympathy with the strikers’ cause 
and encouragement to them, with a threat added 
by way of emphasis.. _ 

It is not at all likely the threat -will be car- 
ried out. It is inconceivable that even Phila- 
delphia will tolerate another week. of turbulence 
and riot. But even if the traction company 
should. persis: in provoking methods and a tract- 
able administration should lend strength to an 
effort to smash a labor organization at all haz- 
ards, the unions cannot afford to accept the chal- 
lenge. They have in most cases contracts with 
their employers. They cannot ignore these obli- 
‘gations if they hope to retain the respect they 
claim as their due.

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WHAT WOMAN SHOULD KNOW. 

Long ago when Mrs, Susan B. Anthony 
was young and led the campaign for woman’s 
suffrage, she talked in epigrams. Asked once 
“How can a woman control a man?” she an- 
swered: “Feed the brute.” The day of Mrs. An- 
thony has gone by. A new/generation holds the 
stage, new leaders are in the limelight. One of 
them, Mrs. Alma Webster Powell of New York, 
urges a kissing campaign in favor of suffrage.
